With further reference to the correspondence on the subject , 
herein we place 5 -point Charter of Demands for your urgent 
consideration . It is surprising that you have not answered 
our letters . In any event, we expect an early appointment in 
order to discuss and finalize the issues raised herein . 

1. Confirmation of Services 
There are some 40 workers in your organisation whose 
services are treated as permanent, but they are not yet paid 
wages for their weekly off days. Similarly , there are some 
other 38 and odd workers who are treated as temporary . 

You will appreciate that every worker is interested in secu 
rity for his job and as such , it is absolutely essential that the 
services of all those workers who have completed one year 
should be confirmed as permanent. Their wages should be paid 
on monthly basis. Your organisation is expanding and by this 
time you would have engaged more than 100 workers if not 
for the deliberate attempt made by you to delay in acceptance 
of new orders. In any event , please note that any unfair labour 
practice if resorted to by your organisation , including lay off 
or retrenchment will be resisted by the workers . 

2. Pay Scales 
Every organisation has some scales with fixed annual 
increments. Your organisation seems to be an exception to 
this rule. It is high time you fall in line with other organisa 
tions in Goa . A scale is a must for everybody . 

At present you have classified the workers in your Organi 
sation as semi- skilled and un - skilled . Hence, we propose the 
basic pay for the said two categories . 
a ) Semi- skilled

3. Dearness Allorance 
Your organisation is already paying a sum of Rs. 3 /- per 
day as D. A. Though this amount is not sufficient in the 
context of present price structure in Goa , still we would 
suggest a small change. D. A. may be fixed on the basis of 
Rs. 100 / - per month for all the workers . 

You have to take into consideration that the prices of all 
the commodities are shooting up daily . Hence the quantum 
of D. A. should be substantial in order to compensate the 
worker for the fall in real wages . 

4. Leave Facilities 
As per the existing pattern in Goa , regarding leave facilities , 
we propose that the following leave facilities be given to 
your workers per year : 
a ) Privilege Leave 

one month 
b ) Casual Leave 

ten days 
c ) Sick Leave ( fully paid ) 

ten days 
5. Medical Facilities 
It is the duty of your organisation to give free medical 
facilities for all diseases . You will appreciate that all orga 
nisations in Goa are giving medical facilities in various forms 
to their workers . 

We request you to consider these 5 demands very seriously . 
On our part, we are willing to cooperate and we hope you will 
extend your hand of cooperation . Making attempts to break 
the unity of workers will serve no purpose . Transferring 
workers daily from department to department will only de 
crease production , Threats of retrenchment and lay offs will 
only complicate the problem . Dignity of labour must be 
upheld . There is no problem without a solution . 

We expect an early date for an amicable settlement.
